Newspaper 
Mortality 


For various reasons, the number of large 
newspapers in Canada and the United States 
has been gradually decreasing. This has 
been due to two principal causes: The shor- 
tage of trained help and the ever-rising costs 
of labor, newsprint and other higher prices. 
“Daily newspapers are folding (going out 
of business) at the rate of one a month,” 
says Professor Gleason of Boston University, 
Division of Jouralism. “Even weeklies are 
folding at the rate of 10 or more a month.” 

In the past 10 years, over 20 Alberta 
weekly newspapers, some of which had been 
in business for upwards of 40 years, have 


had to close up and go out of business. For- 
tunately, others have been continued and 
some have been re-established by being 


printed with other papers, in central shops 
Community Publications of Edmonton, pub- 
lishers of this newspaper, are in this way 
enabled to serve communities that otherwise 
would be without the services of a weekly 
newspaper 


But we aren't the only ones. The Wetas 


kiwin Times, Leduc Representative, Wain 
wright Star and the High River Times, to 
mention a few, have taken other smaller 


papers under their wings 

There are many good towns yet without 
weekly that would gladly welcome 
anvone who would put their town “on the 
map" by publishing a weekly newspaper But 
there are very few qualified newspapermen 
or printers willing to exchange a good situa 
tion with an established publisher for the 
doubtful and risky enterprise of a country 
newspaper shop 

And some who do are foolish enough to 
by-pass those towns needing a weekly papet 
and instead seek to establish a second news 
paper for a town already being served 

Which just increases their own chances 
of “mortality”
